RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In response to the outstanding Restriction Requirement, Applicants provisionally 
elect to prosecute, with traverse, the invention identified as Group n, corresponding to 
claims 5-11, and to claims 12 and 13 to the extent they depend from any of claims 5-11. 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the restriction 
requirement as all the claims are directed to a recording apparatus. In addition, the claims 
of Groups I and U each include at least a cover that is pivotally movable and either a rib or 
a tray for holding at least part of the recording sheets. The claims of Group HI also 
incorporate the delivery tray as part of the recording apparatus. 



Accordingly, it is believed that there is significant overlap and there would be 
duplication of effort if we subject the above application to three independent prosecutions. 
Therefore, withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully sought. 

Favorable consideration and an early passage to issue are also requested.
